W a shing ton City , Dec. 16.—The senate 
caucus’ financial committee held a meet 
ing y esterday and agreed upon a bill to l>e 
reported to the full cancu - last night. The 
principal points of the bill are as follows 
The secretary of the treasury is to in* au­ 
thorized to purchase in the y ear 1891, in 
addition to the amount now authorized by 
lavr, 12,000,000ounces of silver at the mar­ 
ket price, not ex ceeding tlfor 37 1.25 grains 
of pure silver, and to issue treasury notes 
therefor as required in the law of J uly , 
1890,but not more than 13 .006 ,000 to be pur-' 
chased in any one month. Whenever the 
amount of national bank notes outstand­ 
ing is reduced to less than $180,000,000 (the 
amount now outstanding is about #179,- 
000,000) the secretary of the treasury is to 
purchase silver in the amount of all na­ 
tional bank notes retired, and to issue 
treasury notes t herefor, and if silver can 
not be obtained at the price named above 
the secretary is to issue greenbacks to take 
the place of the retired national bank 
totes, 


B o n d s a nd N a tio n a l B a n k s. 
The recoinage of the trade dollars in the 
treasury , authorized under ex isting law, 
is to be made compulsory . 
The national 
banks are to be authorized to issue bank 
notes to the full amount of bonds deposited 
instead of to 90 per cent, of that amount, 
as now authorized by law. 
The compul­ 
sory requirement of deposit of bonds by 
national hanks is to be limited to $1,000 
for each bank, whatever its capital stock 
The secretary of the treasury is to be 
authorized to issue in a sum or sums not 
ex ceeding $ 100,000,000 coupon or registered 
bonds of the I’nited States in such form 
fts he may prescribe and of denominations 
of $ 50 or some multiple of that sum, hear­ 
ing interest semi annually at 2 per cent, 
per annum, to be used in the redemption 
of the outstanding bonds of the United 
States. 
''(•orrtarv W indom’ft Proposition. 
Secretary Windom submitted a proposi­ 
tion to the caucus committee y esterday 
afternoon in writing. He favored*the issue 
of an interconvertible bond drawing 2 per 
cent, interest annually , to run for thirty 
y ears, the amount of these bonds to be is­ 
sued to equal the bonded debt of the 
United States. 
He favored the purchase 
of 15. urn, ft*) ounces of silver, the silver to 
be confined to t h« American product. The 
interconvertible bonds, he proposed, should 
be interchangeable for greenbaeKs, and 
the bonds while they are in the treasury 
auk circulation should draw no inter

CONSIDERED BY THE CAUCUS. 


A Long I)i.*i(-ussioti anil Nothing Definite 
Agreed l pou, 
1 he Republican -cimtors met in caucus 
at the residence of Senator McMillan at 
night and remained in session for more 
than three hours. They adjourned to meet 
again Wednesday night without coming 
to a definite conclusion on any of the prop 
ositions under discussion, but after indi 
eating the probable fate of several of them 
Sherman laid before the caucus the prop­ 
osition of the caucus commit tee and tht 
proposition of Sec rotary Windom, 
The 
caucus proposition included a clause—not 
mentioned in 
the foregoing—pruvidin 
that when silver shall have remained at 
par for a y ear any holder of silver may 
bring it to the mint and have it coined into 
silver dollars at the ex pense of the gov­ 
ernment. 
Opposition to Bond Issues. 
1 he caucus considered both the proposi­ 
tion of » Secretary Windom and the propo­ 
sition of the caucus committee at length. 
The discussion turned principally on the 
proposition to i>sue ÿ loû.ooo.Odt) of 2 per 
cent, bonds. The committee proposition 
differs from the proposition o f the secre­ 
tary on this point in that the secretary 
wishes the bonds to bo made intercon­ 
vertible, while the proposition of 
tho 
committee is that these bonds la* used for 
the retirement of bonds now in circula­ 
tion. 
It was stated that the secretary 
would be willing to accept a fifteen y ear 
bond or a thirty y ear bond. 
Arguments 
were made 
against the proposition to 
issue bonds, on the ground that their issue 
would in no way relieve the situation. 
On the other hand, it was said, the pro 
posed issue would increase the national 
debt # 25,OUI 1.000. 
" lia i II»«* Teat Votes Imlleated. 
There were several te^t votes taken on 
mot ions associated with the bond clause 
which indicated Very clearly that a huge 
majority of senators present were opposed 
to the issue of any bonds. 
The proposed 
purchase of 12,000.000 ounces of silver was 
discussed, and motions were made, but not 
put to a vote, to increase the amount to be 
purchased to 15,000,000 ounces, and to sub 
stitute for this proposition a provision for 
the increase of the monthly purchases of 
silver under the present law from 4,500,UK) 
ounces to «, «500,000 ounces. 
There was a 
difference of opinion when the caucus ad­ 
journed as to the probable fate of this 
proposition to purchase silver, 
X i»*vi » of Free Coiiiiig<< Men.

condition by officer the of the « lay , lie was 
placed under arrest and taken to Fortress 
Monroe. 
He was tried by court-martial, 
onvirted, and sentenced to be shot by six 
members of his own company . 
Suwil b y a C o m m u t a t i o n , 
The sent eiie-e was approved tit headquar­ 
ters. 
Col. Cox , knowing the boy and hjs 
peculiar ailment, interested him 
If in his 
behalf, and got the matter before Presi­ 
dent Lincoln. 
On tin- day the b« jy was to 
Is* shot Secretary Stanton returned the pa­ 
per to the proper military authorities, 
commuting Reed’s sentence to two y ears’ 
imprisonment in the Auburn prison. 
The 
war was over a y ear and a half liefore 
Reed's sentence was to have ex pired and 
the case being laid loffore President J ohn­ 
son he telegraphed a pardon to the y oung 
soldier. Reed’- death occured just twenty - 
six y ears t«> n day from the night he fell 
asleep on his post.
